For every child — and for every adult — who has come 
to the age and state of mind to reject the reality of Santa 
Claus in 1965, we reprint this editorial from the old New 
York Sun, written by the late Frank P. Church, in response 
to a letter from a doubting Virginia. 


‘‘We take pleasure in answering at once and thus prom- 
inently the communication below, expressing at the same 
time our great gratification that its faithful author is 
numbered among the friends of The Sun: 

Dear Editor: | am 8 years old. 

Some of my little friends say there is no Santa Claus. 

Papa says “‘lf you see it in The Sun it’s so.”’ 

Please tell me the truth; is there a Santa Claus? 

Virginia O’ Hanlon 

“Virginia, your little friends are wrong. They have been 
affected by the scepticism of a sceptical age. They do 
not believe except they see. They think that nothing can 
be which is not comprehensible by their little minds. All 
minds, Virginia, whether they be men’s or children’s, are 
little. In this great universe of ours man is a mere in- 
sect, an ant, in his intellect, as compared with the 
boundless world about him, as measured by the intelli- 
gence capable of grasping the whole of truth and knowl- 
edge. 

‘Yes, Virginia, there is a Santa Claus. He exists as 
certainly as love and generosity and devotion exist, and 
you know that they abound and give to your life its 
highest beauty and joy. Alas! how dreary would be the 
world if there were no Santa Claus! It would be as dreary 
as if there were no Virginias. There would be no child- 
like faith then, no poetry, no romance to make tolerable 
this existence. We should have no enjoyment, except in 
sense and sight. The eternal light with which childhood 
fills the world would be extinguished. 


“Not believe in Santa Claus! You might as well not 
believe in fairies! You might get your papa to hire men 
to watch in all the chimneys on Christmas Eve to catch 
Santa Claus, but even if they did not see Santa Claus 
coming down, what would that prove? Nobody sees Santa 
Claus, but that is no sign that there is no Santa Claus. 
The most real things in the world are those that neither 
children nor men can see. Did you ever see fairies 
dancing on the lawn? Of course not, but that’s no proof 
that they are not there. Nobody can conceive or imagine 


all the wonders there are unseen and unseeable in the 
world, 


“You may tear apart the baby’s rattle and see what 
makes the noise inside, but there is a veil covering the 
unseen world which not the strongest man, nor even the 
united strength of all the strongest men that ever lived, 
could tear apart. Only faith, fancy, poetry, love, romance, 
can push aside that curtain and view and picture the 
supernal beauty and glory beyond. Is it all real? Ah, 
Virginia, in all this world there is nothing else real and 
abiding. 

‘“‘No Santa Claus! Thank God! he lives, and he lives 
forever. A thousand years from now, Virginia, nay, ten 
times ten thousand years from now, he will continue to 
make glad the heart of childhood.”

It is the sad and bitter fact that 
the war in Vietnam will end only 
when the combined American= 
South Vietnamese military effec= 
tiveness has become so immense 
that communism recognizes that 
it cannot hope to win and that the 
cost of fighting on is too high, 
This is true whether the foe is 
the Viet Cong, the North Viet- 
namese regular army or Commu= 
nist China itself, 

Under these circumstances 
Washington’s plans for a quick and 
heavy built-up 
strength in Vietnam is not only 
justified but unavoidable, If Com= 
munist aggression against South 
Vietnam is not stopped by the 
Communists themselves, it must 
be stopped by adequate and ir- 
resistible American and South 
Vietnamese countermeasures, 

And it can be stopped! Those 
who bewail the dispatch of large 
numbers of North Vietnamese 
troops south are not, we believe, 
reading the right meaning into this 
event, Instead of indicating the 
hopelessness of the task lying 
ahead of Washington and Saigon, 
it indicates that the Communist 
situation has grown rapidly and 
progressively worse, Only last 
spring it was still Hanoi’s con- 
viction that the Viet Cong alone 
could win the war, Today Hanoi 
has been forcéd to the dangerous 
step of committing more and more 
of its limited military potential 
against an unbeatable foe, 

Clearly, more decisive 
American steps must be forth- 
coming, Perhaps these take in the 
mining of Haiphong Harbor and the 
bombing of industrial and agricul- 
tural installations in North Viete 
nam, But perhaps even more effec= 
tive (and less risky on world 
opinion) would be the cutting of a 
no=man’s~land swath from the sea 
to mid-Laos to sever Communist 
infiltration routes, This swath need 
be no longer than 50 to 75 miles 

in length, Sown with mines, strung 
with wire, garnished with artillery 
and guarded by garrisons, this 
could be aneffective barrier, Some 
such bold enterprise is needed,

trations, Even today, Currier and 
Ives Christmas cards are peren~ 
nial best sellers, with one in- 
surance organization alone sending 
out 200,000 Currier and Ives 
Christmas cards each year, 

The No, 1 Christmas favorite 
of children, of course, is jolly, 
old Santa Claus, The original Santa 
Claus was St. Nicholas, a fourth 
century bishop famous in his life- 
time for his great generosity, 
especially to children. 

Legend has it that St, Nicholas 
secretly tossed bags of gold into 
the home of three dowry~less girls 
when they reached marriageable 
age. On one of these missions, the. 
bag fell into a stocking hung near 
the chimney to dry, and so began 
the custom of hanging stockings on 
Christmas Eve, 

“St. Nick,’’ who lived in Asia 
Minor, became the patron saint of 
children in several countries, in- 
cluding Greece, Holland, Russia, 
and Belgium, As his fame spread 
to Scandinavia, he picked up his 
reindeer and sleigh. 

Santa’s rosy cheeks, white beard, 
and portly frame came from the 
pen of Dr, Clement Moore of New 
York who immortalized him in his 
1822 poem, ‘‘A Visit from St, 
Nicholas.”* This poem starts with 
the famous line, ‘‘T’was the night 
before Christmas, ..”” 

Famed cartoonist Thomas Nast 
popularized Santa Claus evenmore 
in 1863 by picturing him ina bright 
red, fur-trimmmed suit, 

The use of poinsettias as Christ- 
mas decorations isn’t old as cus= 
toms go. Dr. Joel Poinsett of 
Charleston, S, C., after whom the 
flower is named, introduced the 
plant to the U. S,in 1828. In Mexico 
and Central America, where the 
flower apparently originated, it 
was known as the ‘‘Flower of the 
Holy Night,”’ 

One of the most revered Christ= 
mas customs is the re-enactment 
of Christ’s birth with a creche, 
or crib scene, Although started 
several hundred years earlier, the 
custom wasn’t popularized until 
the 13th century by St, Francis 
of Assisi, At that time, there were 
few books available and most 
people couldn’t read anyway. To 
give an understanding portrayal of 
Christmas, St, Francis dramatized

Villagers took the parts of Mary, 
Joseph, and the shepherds, Live 
animals were used anda life-sized 
wax figure of the Christ Child was 
placed in the manger.

And, as the pilgrims stood about 
admiring the scene, St, Francis 
led them in joyous songs written 
in the vernacular, Thus was born 
another great and popular custom 
- Christmas caroling.
